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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' amendment filed on July 19, 2004 was received. Claims 1, 5-6, 
9, 12, 15 and 18 are amended. Claim 19 is deleted. Now, Claims 1-18 and 20 are 
pending. 

Examiner's Amendment

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest reference: Mistry (US 5 326 804). 

Mistry discloses a method of using a coating composition containing a 
reinforcing filler of SiOa having a particle size of 0.5 to 10 microns (col. 1, line 38 
to col. 2, line 29 and col. 2, lines 46-49). However, Mistry does not teach or fairly 
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suggest the use of an amorphous Si02 reinforcing filler having the specific surface 
area and particle size set forth in the present invention.
